The drawings are objected to because the lettering is informal. Corrected drawing sheets 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended.

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Aitchison. 
Aitchison shows a first valve C biased open by spring e, but will close when sufficient steam 
pressure is present. At a much higher pressure, annular second valve B will lift against spring b\ 
The first valve moves through a central passageway in the second valve. Regarding the new 
limitation that the valve handles air instead of fluid, patentability cannot be imparted to apparatus 
claims due to the material work on. See MPEP 2115. The term "broad flat head" is shown by 
head C, as the head has a flat top and is broader than the shaft on which it is mounted. 

Claims 9-13, 16, and 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Klay. Klay shows a spring biased open first valve 12 with a broad flat head 12 connected to a 
shaft 15 seating in an annular seat in a central passage of second valve 4. The first spring is in the 
second valve's bore and contacts both valves. The inlet 8 is located opposite outlet 16. The 
second valve has a compression spring bias 5. End piece 6 is seen as the retaining disk of claim 
19. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aitchison or 
Klay. The use of filters in fluid systems is well known. It would have been obvious to place a 
filter on the inlet (or outlet) of Aitchison or Klay to keep the fluid and the valve clean, a well 
known desirable situation in any fluid system. 
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Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aitchison or Klay 
in view of Inada et al. Inada shows a check valve with a flat broad head mounted on a shaft 
having a sealing face perpendicular to the line of motion of the valve. Flat valve seats such as 
Inada are well known as an equivalent to a conical seat. It would have been obvious to use a flat 
sealing face as shown by Neitzel because the sealing arrangements are known equivalents. 

Claim 15 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed 22 November 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive with respect to Aitchison where still applied. New art has been applied to the 
claims as well, overcoming the other arguments. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Neitzel shows a similar flat sealing valve carried by another valve. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
